: Washington, April 15.—(Special.)+Ad- 
vocates of a white man’s republican par- 
ty in the south received a crumb of 
encouragement from the president today. 
Among the federal appointments formal- 
ly promulgated at the white house today 
is the name of John C. Capers, of South 
Carolina, to be attorney of the United 
States for the district of ‘South Caro- 
lina. Under ordinary circumstances but 
littié or no* significance would be ~ at- 
tached to an appointment of this kind. 
There is, however, said to be‘a new pod- 
litical principle underlying the president's 


action. : o 
‘Want a Whiter Party. 
‘Since the election of McKinley for a 
second term there have been. frequent 
statements emanating from cabinet of- 
ficers and other members of the admin- 
‘istration to the éffect that it was the in- 
tention of the president to assist, as 
far as he was able, in the rehabilitation 
of the republican party in the south. 
As at present constituted, the repuWlican 
organization in the south is composed 
largely of negroes and carpet baggers. 
.and, except when a national convention 
fis at hand, but little interest or pride 
is taken in the southern contingent by 
the republican bosses at the north. Dur- 
ing the camnaigns of 189 and 1900 a 
number of prominent gold democrats in 
the south refused to support Mr. Bryan 
and gradually drifted away from their 
old line deMocratic moorings. Added to 
this. elemeft it" is claimed there is a 
younger generation with new ideas and 
new ambitions in politics, who have to a 
certain extent acted or become indirectly 
associated with the republican adminis- 
tration: Mr. Capers claims to be a rep- 
Tesentative of the letter class of south- 
ern democrats. 
 Oapers Bolted Bryan. 

‘Me. Capérs is at present an assistant 
attorney to the attorney general in the 
department of justice and is engaged in 
the settlement of southern war claims 
in the ‘couft of claims. He was appoint- 
ed to his present position during the last 
Cleveland administration while Mr. Olney 
was attorney general. When McKinley 
was elected, Attorney General Miller 
was impressed by the legal ability and 
experience of Mr. Capers. and accord- 
ingly retained him in the public service. 
In the meantime Mr. Capers had de- 
clined to follow the leadership of the free 
silyer. wing of the democratic party. In 
the last campaign he practically broke 
away from the democratic party and 
went on the stump for McKinley in West 
Virginia and other doubtful states. For 
some time past he has been in frequent 
conference with Senator Pritchard, of 
North Carolina; Senator McLaurin, of 
South Carolina,. and other well known 
southern men who profess to be inter- 
ested in the formation of a white man’s 
républican party. One of the most active 
and influential supporters of Mr. Capers 
is Senator McLaurin, who recently de- 
clined to co-operate with his former dem- 
ocratic associates in the senate and has 
since been classed among the independ- 
ents, or as a new convert to republican 
principles. It has been known for some 
time that Senator McLaurin has been 
industriousiv at work in behalf of the 
appointment of Mr. Capers as district 
attorney in South Carolina. 


Missionary Work for Capers. 

After a careful] survey of the political 
field the president apparently concluded 
that Mr. Capers is well qualified to be- 
come an administration missionary to 
lead the new crusade in the Palmetto 
state. Mr. -Cabers is young. ambitious. 
has Had some experience in politics, be- 
longs to a distinguished South Carolina 
family: and is the favorite son of the 
weli known Bishop Capers, of South 
Carolina. It is contended that the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Capers may attract to 
the republican camp many white men 
twho have lingered in the democratic 
columns :because they would not consent 
to affiliate with a party organization 
which was composed largely of negroes. 

The appointment of Mr. Capers will 
eurely create a sensation among southern 
republicans, and especially among the re 
publican bosses in his own state. Mr. 
Lathrop. the: present district attorney. ¢ 
reputable white man and an acceptable 
prosecuting attorney. was appointed by 
President McKinley wpon the recommen- 
dation of W,; A. Webster, collector of in- 
ternal revenue and the political referee 
of the South Carolina republican organi- 
gation. Mr. Webster, a typical carpetbag- 
ger, has been the republican dictator in 

-gouth Carolina for a number of years. 

4s principle lieutenants and scouts are 
not the kind of men that representatives 
of the’ reputable families)would care to 
tie to. 

Negroes Tired of Carpet Baggers. 

In fact, it is alleged that many of the 
negro politigians of the state are prepared 
to repudiate Mr. Webster’s leadership if 
members of the old families will come to 
the front. An active negro politician 
from South Carolina while in Washing- 
ton a short time ago was interviewea 
concerning the proposed organization 01 
@ white man’s republican varty in the 
south. He remarked with the peculiar 
dialect of the South Carolina negro: 

*“] hope it is true that some of the gen- 
tlemen of the state will come forward 
and lead us. We are tired of carpet-bag-

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CUBA NAMES COMMISSION 


Five Delegates Are Selected To Visit 
Washington. , 


TO CONFER WITH McKINLEY 


In Regard to Future Relations of 
the Island With the United 
States Government. 


Havana, April 15—At today’s session 
of the Cuban constitutional convention 
five delegates, Senors Tamayo, Capote, 
Berriel, Portuondo and Lorente, were ap- 
pointeda commission to go to Washington 
to lay before President McKinley the de- 
sires of the convention regarding the fu- 
ture relations between Cuba and the 
United States. 

The commission was instructed to con- 
fer with Governor General Wood regard- 
ing the date of departure and the best 
conditions for an interview with the presi- 
dent. 

At tomorrow's session the convention 
will consider the advisability of ad- 
journing until the return of the commis- 
gion. 


Cubans Must Hurry. 

Washington, April 15.—The committee of 
the Cuban constitutional convention ap- 
pointed to visit Washington for consulta- 
tion regarding the Platt amendment are 
assured of an interview with the chief 
executive. They will be compelled, how- 
ever, to hasten gheir departure for Wash- 
ton if they hope to see the presidcnt 
before he leaves on his western trip 
on which he starts just two weeks. from 
today. The administration is anxious to 
accord every facility to the members of 
the conv2ntion for ascertaining the intents 
and purposes of this government as 2m- 
bodied in the amendment, believing that 
in the end thie Cubans will realize that its 
acceptance by them will prove for the best 
interests of both countries. 
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not expire until the latter part of next 
July. At the department of justice ana 
the white house there is not a line ora 
suggestion to indicate that Mr. Lathrop 
is. inefficient or that any charges have 
‘been prought against him. The inquiry 
at the white house, however, brought out 
the faét not noted in the officia] bulletin, 
that‘ Mr; Casers’s appointment does not 
take effect until the expiration of Mr; 
Lathrop’s term. The records of the white 
house show that Mr. Capers’s commis- 
sion reads as follows: ‘‘John G.. Caper: 
of Sowth. Carolina, to be attorney of the 
United States for the district of South 
Carolina, -commencing July 24, 1901.” 
' Tillman to Fight Capers. 

There will undoubtedly be considerable 
opposition to the confirmation of Mr. 
Capers'’s appointment. It.is well known 
that the republican organization in Soutn 
Cerolina is united in urging tie reap- 
pointment of Mr. Lathrop. Not only has 
he satisfied the members of his own par- 
ty, but it is said that the legal profes- 
sion throughout the state, without regard 
to party, has indorsed him for reappvint- 
ment. In addition, it is said that Sen-. 
ator Tillman wou!d rather see Mr. La- 
throp appointed than any one whom 
Senator McLaurin might name. It is, 
therefore, probable that when the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Cavers comes before th¢ 
senate for confirmation, there may be 
a battle royal between the rival senators 
from South Carolina. Senator McLaurin 
is said to be prepared to stand by his 
present convictions in any emergency, 
end having cast his lot in favor of -Mr. 
Capers and a new dispensation in South 
Carolina politics, he proposes to figat 
to the bitter end to sustain the gpse7te ote 
he assumed in the senate last winter 
when he disregarded the caucus dictation 
of the democratic party and supportea 
the republican administration 2n. all of 
the great issues of the day. 

Crusade Is Fairly Started. 

A further evidence that the president is 
fairly under way in his crusade in behalf 
of a white republican party in the 
south is to be found in the appintment 
of W. G. Chaffee, postmaster at Aiken, 
8. C. The latter’s appointment, Just an- 
nounced, was made upon the recom- 
mendations of Senator McLaurin, and Mr. 
Capers, contrary to the request of ‘‘Boss’”’ 
Webster, who strongly urged a colored 
man named Dickinson. Chaffee wasa gold 
democrat who had recently entered the 
republican fold. He was appointed with 
the understanding that he will select 
Miss Carson, fermer postmaster during 
President Harrison's administration, as 
his assistant. 

The turning down of “Boss” Webster in 
these instances indicates a strong deter- 
mination on the part of the administra- 
tiors to get rid of him. It is freely pre- 
dicted here that Webster will not be re- 
appointed collector of internal revenue 
when his term expires. It is also said 
that he will have a hard road to travel 
to retain his membership on the national 
committee, when the next campaign 
opens. 


Created Sensation at Charleston. 

Charleston, 8. C., April 15.—(Special.)— 
The official announcement from Wash- 
ington today that the president had ap- 
pointed John G. Capers, 2 son of Bishop 
Ellison Capers, of South Carolina, to be 
€istrict attorney to succeed District At- 
torney Lathrop created a sensation in 
political circles. The appointment con- 
firms the recent Charleston dispatches 
to The Constitution of the determination 
of the administration at Washington to 
lay the foundation for a new republican 
rarty in this state, and it was mentioned 
then that Capers would be appointed. 
The fact that the appointment was an- 
neunced before the expiration of Mr. La- 
throp’s term has caused other republican 
cfficehokers here to belfeve that whole- 
sale changes will be made, and it is said 
the republicans now in. office will be 
‘forced to give way for converts who can 
add more @ignity and influence to the 
new party, in which the negro will nof 
fgure. Senator McLaurin, who has left 
the democratic ranks, advocated the ap- 
pointment of Capers, and for this rea- 
son it is. believed Senator Tillman and 
the South Carolina delegation at Wash- 
ington will fight his confirmation.

Salacious Evidence Brought Out 
in Probing Manila Com- 
missary Frauds, 


WINE, WOMEN AND POKER 
KEPT ENNU! FAR. AWAY 


These Refreshments Provided Lav- 
ishly by Pitt, o Is Impli- 
cated in Fraufls—Colonel 
Woodruff an ficers - 

Are Invoived. 


Manila, April 15.—The trial of Commis- 
sary Sergeant John Meston, charged with 
complicity in the commissary frauds, is 
finished. No verdict was announced and 
Meston’s conviction is uncertain. Other 
trials of those implicated will follow. 

Captain James C. Read, formerly depot 
commissary at Manila, has been arrested. 

It is alleged that entries upon the books 
of Evans & Co., government contractors, 
indicate that the commissary officefs fre- 
ceived the following sums: 

Major George B. Davies, upward of 
$1,000; Captain James C. Read, $1,000; Cap- 
tain Frank H. Lawton, $750; Mr. B. Tre- 
maine, Colonel Woodruff's chief clerk, 
$700. 

Bacchanalian Rendezvous. 

It also appears that Evans & Co. fur- 
nished the handsome residence of Cole- 
nel Woodruff. Harold M. Pitt, manager 
of Evans & Co., who is now under arrest, 
was notoriously lavish tn entertaining 
commissary and other officers, while the 
depot commissary, a frequenter of the 
“tender:oin district,’’ occasionally spent 
days at Pitt’s house in questionable so- 
ciety. Pitt’s house is a bacchanalian ren- 
dezvous, and prominent officers frequently 
visited. it, drinking champagne and play- 
ing poker. Women of doubtful reputation 
have often been known to be there. It is 
alleged that Pitt had the inside track in 
securing government contracts, and it is 
also asserted that he was the prime mover 
in the scheme to re-establish cock pits 
in Manila, Mrs. Lara being subsidized in 
securing a cock pit. 

It is asserted that the commissary de- 
partment made unauthorized purchases 
of quantities of champagne. Pitt sold 
some. In addition to what the trans- 
ports brought, the commissary imported 
200 gallons in February and a like amount 
in March. The commissary and the com- 
missary sergeant kept private carriages 
and indulged in other extravagances. 

Methodists Plan Campaign. 

Manila, April 15.—The Methodists are 
planning a vigorous proselyting campaign. 
Bishop Warren, of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, has just arrived here and 
the native converts are enthusiastic.

HAD VISION FROM THE LORD. 


Latter Day Saint Smith Favored 
with a Revelation. 

Kansas City. Mo., April 15.—President 
Jcseph Smith, of the reorganized churcn 
of Latter Day Saints, today announced 
to the conference in session at Independ- 
ence, Mo., that the Lord had revealed 
His will to.him relative to two subjects 
which have been mooted questions in the 
church. The two questions are whether 
women delegates should be allowed to act 
in a legislative capacity in the church 
gsnd whether priests and teechers who 
are not dglegates should be allowed an 
ex-officio vote in the conference. ‘The 
entire day yesterday was devoted to [ast- 
ing and prayer, many of the supplicants 
esking for the Lord's will upon these 
questions, and the conference wes pleased 
to hear President Smith announce that 
the prayers had been answered. The body 
of the church will not be told the sub- 
stance of the revelation until the quorum 
of twelve and other official bodies have 
approved it. 


CAN’T ENTICE APPRENTICES. 


Important Decision Affecting Rights 
of Labor Unions. 
Philadelphia, April 15.—The supreme 
court of Pennsylvania in an opinion to- 
day holds that members of the American 
Federation of Labor have no right to en- 
tice apprentices working in a factory to 
become members of the Glass Workers’ 
Union. The case upon which the opinion 
is based is an appeal of P. J. Skelly, and 
others, members of the Glass Workers’ 
Union, from the judgment of the Alle- 
gheny county court restraining. them 
from interfering with the apprentices of 
Charles L. Flaccus, a glass manufacturer 

of Tarentum, Pa. 

The supreme court digmisses the appeal 
at the cost of the members of the union. 
The opinion says,, among other things, 
that the manufacturer has the right to 
employ® workmen Who were independent 
of any labor union and he had the further 
right to adopt a system of apprenticeship 
which excluded his apprentices * from 
mempbership’® in such unions and no one 


had @ right to interfere with it to his in-. 


jury. The court found that the inter- 
ference was injuriots to him and if al- 
lowed to continue would ruin his busi- 
ness.

New York, April 15.—Police Captain 
Josiah A. Westervelt, In command at the 
Charles street station house, was served 
‘late today with a summons, directing him 
to appear before Magigtrate Cornell in po- 
lice court tomorrow, 

The formal complainant against the 
captain is John R. Wood, a detective for 
the Tammany mittee of five. The 


forma] basis for the charge rose out of 
the raid of the committee of five on the 
Parole Club several weeks .ago. Wood 
was the detective who obtained the evi- 
dence which led to the raid. Of the six- 
ty men ccught in this raid eight were 
police officers, and of this latter number 
five were attached to the Church street 
station, at that thmé commanded by Cap- 
tain Wesfervelt: The stor is that five 
of the eight policemen have turned state's 
evidecne. 

For several weeks’ past District Attor- 
ney Philbin and assistants have been giv- 
ing careful study to the law regarding 
the duties of police. officers, regarding 
disorderly houses and gambling places. 

The conclusion reached is that a police 
official who knowingty permits a disor- 
derly house or gambling place to exist 
in his precinct, even though he has not 
been apprised of the existence of the 
places referred to by a citizen, is gullty 
of a misdemeanor. 

The procedure against Captain Wester- 


velt is entirely new. If Magistrate Cor- 


nel] thinks that the complaint in the 
case has been sustained by the prosecut- 
ing officers he can hold the captain for 
trial before the court of special sessions. 
The punishment-proyvided for by the code 
in case of a coriviction is that the per- 
son convicted shall be imprisoned for not 
exceeding one year or a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $500, or both.

DISCONTENT IN PORTO RICO. 


‘Advices State that Business Is at a 
Standstill. 


New York, April 15.—W. Borda, Jr., and 
Vicente Balbas, Porto Rican commis- 
sioners, today received the following ca- 
blegram from the executive committee of 
the Planters. Bankers and Merchants’ As- 
sociation of Porto Rico: 

“Bill practically a failure. Business at 
standstill. Excise taxes produce Httle. 
Hence valuations ordered increased, Emi- 
gration continues. General discontent.” 

Commissioner Borda has this to say as 
to the cablegram: 

“This cablegram signifies that by rea- 
son of the imposition of the excise taxes 
under the Hollancer revenue law, the 
production of the island has so decreased 
that the excise taxes do not produce the 
revenue which was expected by Treas- 
urer Holiander. The insular government 
has therefore ordered the assessors to 
increase the valuations of the real and 
personal property of Porto Rico.’

DIN’S BEDROOM 
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Mysterious Atlempt Made To 
Kill Prominent Local 
_ Osteopath, 


SHOOTING OCCURRED 
IN LOWNDES BUILDING 


Three Bullets Were Sert Crashing 
Through the Glass Door of Bed- 
. room About Midnight—Dr. 
Hardin Puzzled by 
the Affair. 


Three YMmurderous shots were fired at 
Dr. M. C. Hardin and his wife on the 
seventh floor of the Towndes building this 
merning between 12 and 1 o'clock, while 
they were in their bedroom, and that on? 
or both were not killed is surprising, as 
the pistol balls passed within a few 
inches of them. 4 

Two of the bullets crashed through the 
giass panel in the room door and one 
went through the door facing. Before 
shooting, th2 would-be murderer had 
opened another door, and when it was 
closed and locked in his face te ran a 
few steps and began firing, after he had 
spoken a number of times and demanded 


admittance Into the apartment. 

The affair to Dr. Hardin is inexpiicable. 
He says he has no idea who could bear 
such malice against him. Sleeping on the 
top floor of the tall building, believing 
his wife, his little boy and himself secure 
from all danger, he was suddenly 
awakened by hearing the door of his 
sleeping apartment thrown open. He 
sprang from the bed and quickly closed 
the door, at the same time fastering the 
latch, which had been carelessly left 
open, so far zemoved had been all fear of 
mclestation. A few moments later, while 
he and his wife were talking about the 
strange occurrence, there came loud calls 
from a man’s voice and immediately af- 
terwards three pistol shots rang out, ac- 
companied by the crash of broken glass. 

Mrs. Harlin, frightened and not know- 
ing what had been the result of the as- 
sagsin’s aim, began to scream and othor 
édecupants of the building ran to Dr. Har- 
din's assistance. Police were quickly on 
the scene, but the mystery could not be 
explained away by any search or ques- 
tioning on the part of the officers. 

Dr. Hardin’s Apartments. 

Dr. Hardin is the osteopathic doctor 
who has appeared several times before 
the legislature to secure recognition for 
his school. He came here two years ago 
from Missouri. He has three rooms on 
the seventh, or top, floor of the Lowndes 
bu'iding, on North Pryor street. His 
rooms are Nos. 702, 703 and 704. No. 704 is 
his office. in which hangs a grim skeleton, 
a suitable emblem of the medical science 
which he proposes to practice—the -icience 
of the bones. Acrcss the hall from this 
rocm are two sleeping apartments, rooms 
Nos. 702 and 703. The doctor sleeps with 
his little boy in room No. 702 and his wife 
sleeps in room No. 703. 

This morning about 12:15 o'clock the 
doctor was awakened by hearing the 
door of his room slam against the side 
of his bed. He was on his feet in a sec- 
ond and shut the door and fastened it. 
Then -he walked into his wife’s room 
and opened the door leading into the hall 
and about ten feet from the door which 
he had closed and which opened into the 
same hall. From the last door he called 
out: 

‘Who is that and what do you want?” 

Three Shots Were Fired. 

He heard retreating footsteps, and be- 
lieving the trespasser gone, Dr. Hardin 
awakened his wife, and told her of what 
had occurred. While he was stil] speak- 
ing to her the man out in the hall ap- 
proached again and yelled at the top of 
his voice: 

‘‘Let me in there. 
Let me in.”’ 

The fellow struck the door and shook 
it as if he would break it down. Finding 
that those on the inside would not open 
it and knowing that he could not break 
it down, tne marauder drew a pistol and 
fired three shots in rapid succession. The 
first two crashed through the panel of 
glass and the third and last pierced the 
facing near the plastering. The last shot 
was evidently fired as the man was in the 
act of leaving, being a sort of parting 
shot. 

The bullets passed uncomfortably close 
to Dr. Hardin and his wife, but none took 
effect. 

Cannot Explain the Mystery 

Dr. Hardin was seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution this morning shortly 
after the mysterious attempt to murder 
him and his wife had been made. The 
doctor said he was totally unable to of- 
fer any sort of explanation of the affair.

Hoke Smith, 
George Parrott and Samuel F. Parrott, 
and it will be leased to George W. Par- 
rott and a prominent New York hotel 
man immediately upon its complet:on. 

The new hote} will be ten stories in 
height and wil front on Peachtree-street 
110 feet by i188 feet on Luckie street. 

Those financially interested int he proj- 
ect refuse to say what the cost of the 
structure will be, but it is said it will, be 
sorewhere in the neighborhood of 3600,000. 
The completed and furnished structure 
may cost even more than that, for it fs to 
be fireproof throughout and constructed 
in the latest style. 

The name of the new hotel has not yet 
been selected. When the project was first 
talked of it was thought the name would 
be ‘“‘Etowah.”’ It has also been stated 
that the name ‘“‘Magnolia’’ had becn se- 
lected. A gentleman interested in the 
project, however, states positively that 
the name has not yet been chosen ang 
that it will not be the ‘‘Magnolia.”’ 

The plans for the new building have 
just been completed by Architect W. F. 
Denny, and as shown by the cut. the 
building will be a decided ornament to 
the prominent section of the city whe-e 
it will be located. 

Description of Building.

PREDICTED IN ALABAMA

Measure Declared Void Because the 
Speaker of the House Was Not 
in the Chair When It Was 
Adopted—Struggle 

May Ensue. — 


Montgomery, Ala., Apri] 15.—(Special.)— 
The whisky men have made up thelr 
minds to contest the new revenue law 
passed the last day of the legislative ses- 
sion, which raised the licenses of the 
whisky men and all others. A purse of 
$500 has been raised in Montgomery, and 
some of the best local talent has been 
employed to attack the constitutionality 
of the law which is to save Alabama 
from a big shortage at the end of the fis- 
cal year. They propose to make the at- 
tack on the law from two different stand- 
points. , 

One is that at the time of the passage 
of the bill there was no legal presiding 
officer of the house, Speaker Pettus at 
the time lying at the point of death. 
They claim that there can be only one 
presiding officer of ‘the house at one time 
and the appointment of Tunstall speaker 
pro tem, who signed the bill as such, was 
without authority of law. and is void. 

The other point of attack is, that ‘the 
bill which passed the house and senate 
had only two readings in either house, 
and therefore the law is void, the consti- 
tution requiring that a bill shall be read 
three times in each house on three sepa- 
rate days and then be signed by the pre- 
siding officer in the presence of the house 
over which he presides. They claim that 
the biN which passed was not the one 
introduced in the senate and house origi- 
nally, but that a special committee pre- 
pared a substitute which was passed and 
not the original iil, which was read in 
the senate and house. The records of 
the journals of the senate and house, it is 
said, show affirmatively that the bill had 
three readings in both houses, and this 
will force the whisky men to show that 
the records are false. and this, it is said, 
they are prepared to do at the proper 
time. It is said that the attorney general 
wags consulted in reference to this matter 
before Tunstall was elected, and he de- 
clared the action of the house regular, 
and went so far as to have the acts pre- 
pared under his supervision, 

The whisky men claim that the attor- 
ney general is as liable to err as other 
lawyers, and many of them do not agree 
with him. If the law is not sustained, 
the state will. have to fall back on the 
revenue law of 189%, as was done in the 
‘last two-years when the supreme court 
held the law of 1898 was void. Mobile and 
Birmingham have been solicited to join 
in the fight, and there is every indication 
that they will dio so.

ISSUE OF VERACITY RAISED 


He Denies That He Told Bradley and 
Yost What They Stated—Rip- 
ley Says He Found Taylor 
Almost Crazed by 
Fright.

Frankfort, Ky., April 15.—The Ripley 
trial was resumed this afternoon and the 
defendant went on the witness stand. 
Ripley did not deny that he made the 
statements attributed to him by ex-Gov- 
ernor Bradley and Judge W. H. Yost 
concerning ex-Governor Taylor’s remarks 
to him, but said while he thought they 
were substantially correct in their eyi- 
dence, they had misunderstood him or he 
had failed to convey the proper itmpres- 
sion on them at the time. The cross-ex- 
amination was not completed and Ripley 
will be on the stand again tomorrow. 

Ex-Governor Bradley and Judge Yost 
will not be recalled as witnesses, and 
ithe jury will have to decide whether they 
or the defendant is correct ag to Ripley’s 
statement of the Taylor incident, 

Ripley Tells His Story. 

On direct examination Ripley stated 
that he was forty years of age last month 
and is a farmer. He had been talking 
with the boys in his neighborhood for 
several years about getting up a com- 
pany of cavalry. He came to Frankfort 
first on January 16th, the day of the Col- 
son-Scott tragedy, selecting this day in 
order to see Bryan who was to be ban- 
queted here that night. He had never 
known Governor Taylor till that day and 
never saw him but once after this, Jan- 
uary 2th, till after his company was 
called owt. He said he never knew Pow- 
ers or Youtsey till some days after the 
shooting; never saw Berry Howard at all: 
had seen Jim Howard only since they had 
been in jail together here. and never 
knew either Culton or Wharton Golden. 
Taylor gave him the order January 16th 
for the organization of the company, and 
on January 2th Ripley came here and 
secured equipments for it. This was the 
day on which he had the conversation 
with Taylor and his version of it, which 
varies materially from that stated by 
Messrs. Bradley and Yost, was as fol- 
lows: 

“I went into the governor’s office and 
found Governor Taylor looking very Dbad- 
ly. I told him I was sorry to see him 
looki badly, to which he replied: ‘In 
these horrible times anybody would look 
bad. Some irresponsible fool or crank is 
likely to kii.me or kill Goebel and cause 
a riot around here in which there would 
be many lives sacrificed,’ or that in sub- 
stance. 
this would ocour, and went of talking 
to him about my company, which I was 
gotting udpment for. 

‘M God’ said he. ‘haven’t you got 
that company ready a8 That was what 
I was trying to tell Governor Bradley 
and Judge Yost, but I may not have 
Stated it to them as I intended to.”’ 

Never Predicted Goebel’s Murder. 

He denied that he ever said to Ferguson 
and Crawford ‘that Goebel would be 
killed, and admitted that he warned W. P. 
Thorne on January 2th to keep his son 
away from Frankfort, but said he did so 
because of the disturbed condition here, 
and not from any knowledge of what 
was going to occur the next day. He 
maintained there was no secrecy about 
the organization and equipment of his 
company, and said that Governor Taylor 
told him that it was not necessary ‘to ap- 
(ply to the county judye for authority to 
organize it. The company, he sgid, was 
organized for pleasure. 

Cross-examined, the witness said R. A. 
Corley and five or six others accompa- 
nied him to Frankfort January 16th. The 
Scott-Colson tragedy occurred soon af- 
ter their arrival, and they did not see 
Taylor till after dinner. He did not hear 
anything about a conference of leading 
republicans and anti-Goebel democrats 
as ito means of ending the contest, and 
was not invited to the Louisville Galt 
house conference that night. He saw 
Colonel Bullitt and others nere who par- 
ticipated in the Gaje’ house conference, 
‘but none of them ke to witness about 
it. On January 19th witness said he pro- 
cured from a Cincinnati firm shoulder 
straps and received them the day Goebel 
was shot.

LABOR 10 BE DISCUSSED 


State Federation of Labor Meets in 
Columbus Tomorrow, 


MANY DELEGATES FROM HERE 


Plans Will Be Adopted To Continue 
Child Labor Fight—In Ses- 
sion Two Days. 


The third annual convention of the 
State Federation of Labor will convene 
in Columbus tomorrow and will be in 
session two days. 

Atlanta will be well represented at the 
convention, about thirty delegates having 
been elected by the various unions of 
the city to participate in the deliberations 
of the body.

H. F. Garrett Is president of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor and C. 

It is expected 
that about 125 delegates will be present 
from different sections of the state, rep- 
resenting Atlanta, Augusta, Macon, Co- 
lumbus, Savannah, Rome, Valdosta, Stone 
Mountain, Lithonia, Tate and Tallapoosa. 

The Columbus committees are making 
great preparations for the entertainment 
of the visitors, and they are assured of a 
pleasant time during their sojourn in 
the city on the Chattahoochee.

British War. Cffice Is Inclined To 
Doubt the Story—Lord Kitch-

London, April 15.—It is said that a pri- 
vate letter telegram has been received to 
the effect that General French, with 500 
British troops, has been captured by 
the Boers while his force was enveloped 
in a mist on the hills. No confirmation 
of the report can be obtained. The war 
office here knows nothing about the ru- 
mored capture of General French and 
entirely discredits the report. 

The war office has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Lord Kitchener, dated 
Pretoria, April 16th: 

*Celonel Sir Henry Rawlinson's column 
rushed ,the south laager, northwest of 
Klerksdorp, at daylight. Six Boers were 
killed, ten wounded and twenty-three 
taken prisoners. He captured a twelve- 
pounder, one pompom complete and two 
ammunition wagons with ammunition, 
Our casualties were three wounded. 

“Colonel Plummer captured a field cor- 
net and seven men with ten wagons and 
eighteen rifles 

During Colonel Pilcher's operations in 
Orange iver Colony seyen Boers were 


eae British newspavers and magazines,

“The army is in good spirits and Lord 
Kitchener is satisfied with the progress 
of events, slow though it seems.’

OOCERELL ON CUBA. 


The Missouri Senator Tells of the 
Conditions on the Island. 

Washington Post: Senator Cockrell; of. 
Missouri, returned yesterday from a two 
weeks’ trip to Cuba, on which he was ac- 
companied by his daughter, Miss Marion 
Cockrell. The senator made a careful 
atudy of conditions there, commercially, 
politically and otherwise. He is not yet 
prepared to express his views as to politi- 
cal matters in the island, but talks inter- 
estingly of his visit. 

“T had a very pleasant trip,” sald he, 
“and visited Havana, Matanzas, and Cien- 
fuegos. I saw many of the large sugar 
plantations and visited the camps of our 
soldiers near the cities named. I inspeet- 
ed, also, many of the public institutions in 
Havana and Cienfuegos which have been 
organized by Governor General Wood, in- 
cluding the hospitals and reform schools 
for boys and girls. I was especially in- 
terested in examining the waterworks of 
Havana and the old Spanish forts, Morro 
and Cabannas. The latter is a marvelous 
fortification, and cost the Spaniards near- 
ly $17,000,000. It is a skillful and success- 
ful defense and of great interest to visit- 
ors and army engineers. 

“Havana is now a remarkably clean 
city. It is as clean, in fact, as Washing- 
ton. Matanzas and Cienfuegos also are 
very creditable in this respect. The water 
supply at Havana is unsurpassed. I vis- 
ited the reservoir of these works, some 
eight or ten miles out in the country. It 
is a yery elaborate affair, making a reser- 
voir wall around an immense spring, and 
the water is carried from this spring into 
an aqueduct running under the river 
through a tunnel, which is a perfect piece 
of engineering work. It is carried through 
that tunnel intv the city. It furnishes de- 
lightful drinking water and in great abun- 
dance. 

“I was very agreeably disappointed in 
finding so much untilled land. Compara- 
tively but a small pcrtion of the soil of 
Cuba is in actual cu}tivation. Many pro- 
ducts which would undoubtedly flourish 
there are not even seen or cultivated. It 


tive country for all kinds of fruits and 
vegetables and for the staples of sugar 
cane and tobacco. The island has a large 
number of harbors. From what I could 
learn of our officers who have been in. the 
various waters around the island there 
are as many good harbors as there are in 


“As to the social conditions in Cuba, 
one ig agrecably surprised by a visit. I 
did not see a drunken man during all 
the time I was on the island. The sol- 
diers, who were camped some distance 
from Havana and. Matanzas and Cien- 
fuegos, were in very comfortable quar- 
ters and in excellent health. I did not 
see any soldiers in the cities named, ex- 
cepting a few officers who were there on 
business. The people generally seemed to 
have work to do, and were orderly, quiet, 
and polite. I saw no exhibition of per- 
sonal] animosities between the Cubans and 
the Spaniards. In Cienfuegos I. visited 
the Cyban Club, which has a fine build- 
ing, and met many of the members of the 
club, and then Visited the Spanish Club 
near by, and was accompanied by the 
president of the Cuban Club and one or 
two others, and we were most cordially 
treated, The government of the cities is 
in the control of the city officials, with 
the regular police, and now and*then I 
would see, especially at the depots in the 
country districts, members of the rural 
guard, both of which organizations are 
composed of Cubans, or, at leaat, resi- 
dents of the island. 

“Tn all thy travels through the cites and 
upoh the island I saw no 
the possible exception of two very old 
colored men-and a Chinamany w ere 
on the platform at the stations ready to 
receive contributions. fo far I could 
judge the ‘people were -well-dressed for 
that climate, and had plenty to eat.

OUT ON STRIKE 


Masonry Work on Three Buildings 
Stopped Yesterday. 


TWENTY MEN IN WALKOUT 


Demand Nine Hour Work Day and 
40 Cents an Hour. 


OTHER CONTRACTORS GRANT DEMAND 


Notification Given Contractors Three 
_Months Ago by the Union that 
New Scale Would Have To 
Be Established. 


As a result of a demand made three 
months ago by the Brickmasons’ Union 
that the brickmasons be granted a nine- 
hour work day and 4 cents an hour, 
twenty members of the union yesterday 
morning went out on.a strike. The walk- 
out involves three ‘buildings now in course 
of construction and resulted from the 
failure of the contractors to accede to 


the demand. 

The three buildings in question are the 
Schiesinger factory on Madison avenue, 
the Inman building on Mitchell street and 
the Maddox building on Alabama street 
adjoining the fire department* headquar- 
ters.

The old seale of the union pro- 
vided for 30 cents ah hour. One of the 
orickmasons stated last night that most 
of the men had been working nine hours 
a day and that the trouble was caused by 
the contractors endeavoring to restore 
the ten-hour work day. 

It is understood that unless the contrac- 
tors of the three builaings accede to the 
demands, the other building trades rep- 
resented on the structures will also strike 
in sympathy with the brickmasons,’ A 
meeting of the ‘building trades council 
was held last night in the hall of the 
Federation of Labor. but no action was 
taken in reference to the strike. It is 
stated, however, that another meeting 
will be held Thursday night, when some 
action will likely. result. 

The brickmasons will meet tonight in 
Federation hall, at which time the. strike 
will be considered.‘ It may be that a 
settlement of the trouble will be effected 
this week. The contractors of the three 
buildings are Griffin & Fitts and F. P.

Two Legal Decisions. 

In a prosecution for forgery of a check 
in Texas it was contended that there 
was a fatal variance between the check 
offered in evidence and the one described 
in the indictment because the former 
had lithographed upon it a United States 
revenue stamp while the latter omitted 
the stamp. On appeal the court of crim- 
inal appeals held that there was no. vari- 
ance, as it was not necessary to set out 
in the instrument or describe the revenue 
stamp, since it formed no. part of the 
instrument alleged to have been forged.

Proposition of United States. 

Berlin.

claims. The. proposition will give Ger- 
many only £5,000,000. whereas the China 
expedition has already cost her £12,000,000. 
The claims of Great Britain amount to 
less than £5,000,000. Officials therefore 
argue that the ammount should be appor- 
ttoned according to the expenses borne by 
the different powers. 

China Thanks Japan. 

London, Apri! 16.—‘“‘The Chinese im- 
perial court. through the Chinese minis- 
. ter at Tokio, has thanked Japan for as- 
sisting China to resist the Manchurian 
convention,’’ says the Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Standard, “and has 
asked for Japanese aid in support of any 
further contingencies.”’

Moultrie, Ga., April 13—(Staff Cor- 


respondence)—With a new cotton mill 
in full operation, fully one hun- 
dred new residences under erection 
besides one hundred but recently 


finished, a new local census showing an 


inerease of 1,000 in the city within the 
past nine months, it. is no wonder that 
County Tax Collector James Hartsfield 
savas: 

“T have stopped estimating what either 
Moultrie or Colquitt county are going to 
do. I am expert enough with figures, but 
my calculating ability is not of lightning 
speed so as to keep up with what is going 
on hereabouts. 

“Eight years ago,’”’ said President Pid- 
cock, of the Georgia Northern railroad, 
*‘Moultrie was but one of the cross-roads 
sections of Colquitt county with not even 
fifty people within the sound of the din- 
ner horn. Just look at her now.”’ 

And this leads to the passing observa- 
tion that Colquitt county is perhaps the 
only one in the state in which actual 
railroad presidents are domiciled, Presi- 
dent Pidcock, of the Georgia Northern, 
living in Moultrie, and President Am- 
orous, of the Moultrie and Tifton living in 
Bayboro, while Vice-President John High- 
tower, of the Thomasville, Moultrie and 
Tifton, will not deny, when closely ques- 
tioned, that he spends most of his time 
within the county. 

Another enthusiast over Moultrie and 
Colquitt county is Colonel W. S. Hum- 
phreys, well known to the people of the 
whole staté as ‘“‘Humphreys of Brooks." 
He has quit politics and gone successfully 
into law, being the attorney of the Geor- 
gia Northern. 

“Do you know,’’ said he, “that a man 
can buy land here for four hens an acre? 
Four common chickens bring 25 cents a 
piece in Atlanta. Chickens of any su- 
perior strain will bring from 50 cents to 
$1 a piece for breeding purposes. So that 
@& man may buy ordinary or first class 
land according to the record of the chick- 
ens he offers in payment.”’ 

In other words, a man may buy 100 
acres on credit, raise thereon 400 chickens 
within six months, and pay for his land. 
Is it any wonder that with such induce- 
ments seekers for homes are pitching 
their tents within the confines of old 
Colouitt? 

How This All Came About. 

The day of the wild deer and turkey 
reached up into the memory of men but 
now attaining their majority. When the 
turpentine army began its assault upon 
the pine forests, scarifying the face of 
nature, the old system was doomed. The 
cattle ranges. were narrowed and the 
sheep runs were shortened. There had 
been good old days under the old system, 
but the silent forests had to give way 
to the crowding process of the newcom- 
ers. \ 

“I’m going to move out of this section,” 
said one man who did not like the crowd- 
ing. “I'll stand no such looking over my 
back lot as this.”’ 

“Why, how near is your closest neigh- 
bor?’ 

“Closest neighbor! My God, he’s settled 
within five miles of me. They’re crowd- 
ing right in upon my back.” 

There were many such incidents as this. 
But when pine trees were worth from 
five to thirty dollars in the market, even 
after the turpentine man had passed 
away there was nothing to do but to 
submit. Millions of money were nfade by 
the turpentine manufacturers, and when 
the lumber men added their energies, 
they were forced into the tramroad busi- 
ness, out of which has developed the 
numerous short railroads of South Geor- 
gia, forming the basis for the trunk 
lines already developed and still 
forming. The Pidcocks, from New 
Jersey, were first on the field, followed 
by the firm of which the late D. C. Ba- 
con was the head. The converging of 
the varying rival lumber roads at Moul- 
trie marked it out as a coming city. It 
is now the recipient of trade over rail- 
road lines from four sections, with all 
the nearest possible rivals over 25 miles 
away. While these facts have been 
known locally, it was somewhat of a sur- 
prise’ to the people of the whole state 
to learn from the census of 1900 that 
Colquitt had made such strides. In 
1880 the population of the county was 
2,527. In 1890 it was only 4,794, but al- 
most double that of 1880. In 1900 it 
stood at 13,636. There is no use of dis- 
cussing percentages in face of such a 
record as this. There is no percentage 
basis upon which Colquitt county can 
be estimated. She despises percentages 
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as well she may. The militia district 
in which Moultrie is located had only 
645 people while the townsite was credited 
with nothing. In 190@ the federal census 
gave the town 2,221 souls, to which one 
thousand have been added by a local 
census just taken, all within seven 
months, to say nothing of 500 souls just 
added over the line by the erection of the 
new cotton factory. — 


In connection with the population we 


must consider the. growth of wealth. 

"1900," says Tax Collector, Hartsfield’’ 
shows a tax increase of 32 per cent. over 
that of 1899. The small farmer is: break- 
ing the county up into small. holdings, 
so that Colquitt county will be a com- 
munity of independent landlords, every 
man doing his own work, but owning the 
land upon which he is at labor. In 1870 
Colquitt county stood assessed at $294,634. 
Against this we have to place an. as- 
sessment of $80,842 in 1890, $1,119,051 in. 1895 
and $1,787,940 in 1900. These are but pub- 
lic indices of what private enterprise has 
been doing. Accepting the general cus- 
tom of giving in assessments at about 
75 per cent. of real value, it will be seen 
that Colquitt could easily be rated close 
up to $3,000,000. 

The Basis of Future Wealth. 

With practical foresight, County Tax 
Collector Hartsfield, with whom I spent a 
day at his beautiful country home says: 

‘‘We are not blind to the fact that the 
turpentine men, with their plants, will 
pass away; that the same will be true of 
the. lumber men, and that then we must 
depend upon the energies of our own peo- 
ple to maintain the record, and to extract 
from the ground riches equal t# what has 
been furnished by the trees. I have lived 
in the county thirteen yeara, during which 
time I have watched the development of 
the farmer in the wake of the passing 
turpentine and lumber: operator. Our 
lands are admirably adapted for long 
and short staple cotton, corn, upland 
rice, cane, potatoes, the fruits, and every- 
thing that enters into the support of 
man. The blessing of the raw materials 
now being cleared away.is that they af- 
forded work to industrious mén so that 
they were enabled to buy land, and to 
start stocked upon it. These men are nec- 
essarily small farmers, buying from 50 
to 100 acres. Owing to the great demand 
for labor in the forests, these men must 
work their own fields. While this would 
seem to circumscribe their efforts, it is 
really a God-send to them, for it forces 
them to rely upon themselves, making 
of them thrifty and labor-saving men.’ 

In a ride of 28 miles through the country 
from Moultrie to Pelham this statement 
was abundantly justified. The house of 
the new settler pressed hard upon the 
rude cabin of the departing stiller 
These houses as a rule were of plain log 
or lumber, four rooms and a kitchen, 
but the most notable thing was the sur- 
roundings. Almost invariably there was 
one acre devoted to a small orchard of 
blooming peach, pear and plum trees,with 
a vegetable spot close to the house, com- 
fortable, though cheap outbuildings, half 
a dozen hogs in the neighboring woods, 
chickens and geese on the roadside, and 
the houses scrupulously clean. Passing 
one such house, I hailed the owner, a 
brawny six footer, and his story is best 
told in his own words: 

‘My name is Herbert Hunpgutt. I 
came from Wake county, North Carolina, 
following the stilling Dusiness. I conclud- 
ed as land was. cheap that I would 
buy here, and have 200 acres. I am work- 
ing only two mules, but they do as much 
on the level lands here as would take 
four mules in North Carolina. I know 
that I will have a happy home here and 
be prosperous, and my children will have 
better advantages than I had. I have 
been working this farm five years, and 
have planted corn, cane, potatoes, rice 
and some of almost everything you could 
think of.’’ 


5 Sea ERE, 
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Another farmer well known in the 
neighborhood of Bay is John Robinson. 

‘John Stevens came all the way from 
Atlanta,” said he, “‘to buy the land ad- 
joining me. That makes me fee] like I’m 
getting into touch with the state govern- 
ment. I made last year on one acre 25 
bushels of upland rice which I sold in 
the rough for $21.50. That’s more than I 
could have gotten for one acre’s product 
of cotton, wit#@ much less work. 

“T planted one-half acre in cane, from 
which I got 200 gallons of sirup which 
I sold at 30 cents a gallon; $60 off half 
an acre, $120 off a whole acre, and the 
combined process of raising, harvesting 
and making not equal to the work you 
would have to put upon one acre of 
cotton. I have a neighbor who made $800 
off seven acres, which wWielded him a 
clear vrofit for bank of $500. I have 
raised a family of seven children in a 
comfortable way, and am now enjoying 
my old age with but little work and 
breathing in the sunshine of such days 
as these. 


What the Trucker Can Do. 


‘You must not forget that this is the 
trucker'’s paradise,’ said Colonel Hum- 
phreys, speaking of Moultrie. ‘This is 
a county in which idlenéss and rascality 
cannot live, but in which the man who 
puts his spade into the ground is as- 
sured of a fortune. Talk to Henry Rogers, 
who rented ten acres, and is now a 
bank depositor.”’ 

Mr. Rogers was found hard at work. 
“Yes, I have doné well for an unletter- 
ed man,” said he. “I fought in the con- 
federate army in Colonel Cutts’s artil- 
lery, and came home to Sumter county 
to find father poor with five girls and 
three younger brothers. I[ thought it my 
duty to help raise them, when I started 
out to help myséif. But I must tell you be- 
fore I go any; farther that I marrted a 
good woman—she's-a dandy, I tell you, 
and any man that would get such a wife 
would feel hope up. And we've had nine 
children—girls—and I was never so anx- 
ious to make money that J] would save it 
at the expense of their education. I've 
sent them to good schools and given 
them music lessons, too, even if I am a 
country man. I think that’s the best of 
any man’s fortune. Another thing: As 
they marry 1 try to set them up. 1 
wou.wz have more money in My own name, 
but I think it better to help them when 
it will do them some good than to give 
them a lot of money when it would do 
them no good, 

“Now, I did not succeed all at first. I 
bought some land and failed. Then went 
to middle Georgia, but land was too dear 
there. I heand about Colqmitt county 
and came here, and have made some- 
thing. I have thirty acres in the limits 
of Moultrie. I have fine farms in Thomas 
county. l owe no man a dollar and can 
look every man ifn the face and challenge 
him to say anything. I’m now an old 
man, but still haye vim to go’ to work 
and make it over. You must come over 
to see my wife and get her to tell you 
something of what has been done. It ap- 
pears selfish for me to be telling you all 
this, as though she had nothing to do 
with it. That blessed woman held up my 
elbow all the time. She may not appear 
young to you—she is the mother of nine 
children and has worked hard #ll her 
life, but, Lord, what a power of a Wo- 
man she is! My word is my Oath, as 
every man will tell you here. I pay taxes 
on $8,000. I have dug it out of the ground 
—helped by my wife. I started off by 
standing between the plowhandles, and 
have split 350 rails a day regular, which 
no hired man will ever do.’ 

Mrs. Rogers would say nothing to de- 
tract from the credit of her husband. 
She had to say for him all] that he had 
said: about her. The two were one in 
purpose and in life, Happy in their chil- 
dren and satisfied with themselves they 


had demonstrated.that the eee aims 
of life can be achieved upon Georgfa soil. 


It was with conscious pride that Mrs. 
Rogers said in parting: 

“T have stood in old man Rogers’s shoes 
all my life.” 

Vhe Business Interests of Moultr‘e. 

In a talk with Mr. J. F. Monk, cashier 
of the Moultrie bank, he said: 

“The fact that it takes two banks to 
carry the trade of this section, besides 
the accommodations made through ware- 
houses, should tell of the (financial 
strength whieh has been built up. The 
Citizens’ bank, with a capital of $30,000; 
the Moultrie bank, with a capital of $26,- 
000: a new cotton mill costing $100,000; the 
competing point of three railroad compa- 
nies with others coming; planing mills: 
ice plants, a loca] wholesale business for 
our merchants—all these things show that 
we have brought together the necessary 
elements of a great city. The gratifying 
part of the banking business is that we 
carry a large line of agricultural deposit- 
ors, who have additions to thelr surplus 
every year. The era of sheep and cattle 
has gone by so far as the old plan is con- 
cerned, but we still have heavy opera- 
tors in both lines. Colonel J. B. Norman, 
Sr., his son, the state senator, and other 


members of the family have flocks vary- 
ing from 3,000 to 4,000 apiece. Long staple 
cotton, which has ranged between 17 and 
23 cents this season, has brought a large 
share of money into the county. We have 
such merchants as A. M. Tyler & Co., 
rated from $35,000 to $8,000. There is a 
local system of public schools under the 
.superintendency of Professor Scarborough 
with 250 pupils and eight teachers. Our 
richest citizen is Mr. W. C. Vereen, to 
whom we owe the cotton factory. Be- 
sides all this we have excellent artesian 
water, telephones and an electric plant 
owned by the city.’ 
A Curious Development. 

A strange development of trade here is 
that though Moultrie is but a country 
town, so to speak, her merchants do a 
wholesale business. Such towns as Tif- 
ton, Thomasville, Pelham, Camilla, etc., 
are almost all forty miles distant. Moul- 
trie stands in the center of this large 
area. with merchants holding such capita! 
that they can sell to the surrownding 
merchants to advantage. Circling Moul. 
trie are such towns as Aberdeen, two 
miles distant: Sunset, five miles; Bay, 
eight miles; Obe, nine miles; Murphy, 
nine mites; Autreyville, nine miles; Hart- 
field, twelve miles; Pinopolis, thirteen 
miles: Doerun, fourteen miles; Coolidge 
fourteen miles; Pavo, fifteen miles; Bay- 
boro, sixteen miles, and Meigs, twenty- 
three miles. It will thus be seen that the 
possibilities of Moultrie are very large. 

One Farmer’s Experience. 

Mr. D. A. Autrey is quoted by The Ob- 
server as having made quite a success 
with hay, showing the folly of sending 
money north and west for an articie 
thrown away at home. Mr. Autrey is a 
born and bred naval stores operator. In 
this business he has been highly success- 
ful, as he has in sawmilling, a business 
he has ‘been engaged in for a few years 
now. But Mr. Autrey comes to the front 
as a farmer and a No. 1 farmer at that. 
He was up to attend a meeting of the 
county commissioners and was talking 
enthusiastically of his kay crop when 
the writer came up. “I have just saved 
6,000 pounds of as fine peavine hay as I 
ever saw.”’ said he. ‘‘How many acres?” 
was asked. He replied, “Something like 
thirty-four acres.’’ One of-the company 
was figuring on the value of this «<rop at 
the present price, $18 per ton, and was 
told by Mr. Autrey to add the value of 
§),000 pounds of oats which had been gaith- 
ered from the same ground btefore the 
hay was sown. The gross value cf the 
two crops amounted to about $35 an acre 
and the net profit to Mr. Autrey has been 
fully $25.90 an acre, Strange it is that more 
people do not follow the example cf Mr. 
Autrey and raise hay. It is the easiest 
crop made and there is a home market 
for much more than is raised in the ccun- 
ty. Carload after carload jis_ shipped 
from other sections to supply turpentine 
and lumber operators. 

Peaches Among Pines. 

One of the most unique orchards in the 
world is that of Mr. W. B. Vukes, on the 
| road to Camilla. Thirty-five acres of land 
upon which the original pine forest 
stands have been planted in peaches. The 
pine trees shoot up like tall needles s:xty 
feet into the air, the shadow from the 
crowns dissipating long before it could 
reach the ground. At the base of the 
tall giants nestle the timid peach trees, 
in full bloom and three years void. The 
fruit last year was excellent, and the hope 
is to develop a peach with a pineapple 
flavor.

‘Was Witnessed—An Interest- 


ing Legal Fight Is Ex- 
pected Before the Re- 
corder. 


City Detectives Chosewood and Simp- 

gon made cases against five men yester- 
day. who are charged with being inter- 
ested in turf exchafiges, operating out- 
side the city limits. It is also alleged 
that the defendants are carrying on a 
branch of the exchange in the city at No. 
11 South Broad street. 
\The charges as given by the detectives 
and the statements of the defendants 
make out a unique legal point and one 
that is so intricate that it will probably 
require the wisdom of the supreme court 
to finally settle it. 

The defendants are: Henry H. Miller, 
who is one of the proprietors of the Su- 
burban Turf Exchange: John Pappa, 
who runs a saloon at No. 11 South Broad 
street; Charlie Jones, who has been as- 
sisting others to get their bets placed at 
the exchange outside the city; W. E. Gro- 
gan, the boy who does the telephoning, 
and M. Thrower, whom the detectives al- 
lege is interested in the exchange. 

This is a repetition of the prosecu- 
tions‘ which were pushed against the turf 
exchange people about two years ago. 
‘At that time bicycle messengers were used 
to carry the bets between the city office 
and the exchange. The defendants, all 
different from the ones now to appear 
- before the courts, were found guilty and 
heavily fined. 

There are no bicycle boys used to con- 
vey any money in the present cases, 80 
‘the officers admit, but it is charged that 
a telephone is used as a blind and that 
the bets are, to all intents and purposes, 
really made right in the city. In the 
former cases it was proven by one wit- 
ness that bets were paid at the city 
office within a few minutes after the 
races were over and before a bicyale 
messenger had had time to get into the 
city from the exchange. 

The aefendants admit that bets were 
O. K.’4 in the city at No. 11 South Broad 
street, but they hold that no money is 
paid in the city and that the bets are 


made over the "phone on credit. This, © 


they say, is only an accommodation to 
the men in the city. 

Furthermore, the turf exchange people 
ecuntend that they hd@@ nothing. to do 
with the telephone business at the sa- 
loon, and the only one, who shoulders 
this responsibility is Charlie Jones, and 
he claims that he has not violated any 
law. 

Complaint Made to Chief Ball. 

Chief Baji has received much complaint 
‘of late about bets being made on horse 
paces at No. 11 South Broad street. He 
placed the matter in the hands of Ser- 
geant Bedford and the sergeant detailed 
Detectives Chosewood dnd Simpson on 


the case. 

‘Yesterday afternoon the detectives en- 
‘tered Pappa’s saloon and found a very 
large crowd of men present, many of 
‘them apperently waiting for news from 
the races. A boy was at a_ telephone 
sending messages about. bets that men 
‘present in the saloon wanted to make. 
No money was seen to pass hands. 

The cases as given above were made 
and several of the men present were 
subpoenaed as witnesses. 

The cases will be called in the record- 
er’s court Wednesday afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock. ‘ihe city attorney, and attor- 
neys for the defendants will be present 
and a sharp legal battle is looked for. 

The detectives have simply to say that 
the cases were made under instructions 
and that there will be evidence to show 
that bets were taken in the saloon and 
transferred by telephone to the Suburban 
Turf Exchange outsiue the city. 

“It is just the same old business,’ say 
the officers, “which was carried on a few 
years ago under the guise of bicycle ac- 
commodations. Now the telephone is 
used. The bets are really made in the 
city and the telephone is used as a blind.”’ 

Charlie Jones, who admits that he had 
bets sent to the exchange by telephone, 
made a statement to The Constitution 
reporter last night, and he was the 
spokesman for all the defendants. 


Statement by a Defendant. 

“T have been placing my O. K. on tick- 
ets for bets,” said Jones, ‘‘and that is 
all that has been done. I did this as an 
accommodation for my friends as much 
as anything else. For instance, suppose 
you came into the saloon and said: 
‘Chartie, I would like to bet $10 on a cer- 
tain horse.’ I would say to you, write 
out your ticket. I would then telephone 
the exch e that you wanted to bet, 
and the exchange either accepted the bet 
or it. There has never been a 
dollar by me. If a bettor lost, he 
would called upon the next day for 
the amount he bet. If he won he would 
be paid the next day the amount he won. 
The bet is made outside the city just the 
same as is done by telegraph

After wrangling for hours over amend- 
nents which were proposed to the ordi- 
mance submitted by the street failway 
‘committee, granting the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company the right to com- 
‘plete its double-track system on Capitol 
avenue without coming under the general 
orditidiice of August, 1899, council yester- 
Gay adjourned to meet again at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon to settle the matter. 

The favorable report of the committee 
was in the nature of an ordinance giv- 
ing the company the right to put down an 
extra track on Capitol ‘avenue from 
Woodward avenue, a distance of about 
eight blocks. The committee recom- 
.mended that the company be exempted 
from the general ordinance and this por- 
tion of the ordinance was responsible for 
the lengthy debate which followed the 
reading of the committee's report. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson introduced 
an amendment to the ordinance, which 
provided that the grant be made with 
the stipulation that in the event of con- 
solidation the company and the one with 
| which it might combine should pay to 
the city a percentage of its gross re- 
ceipts, 

Then Councilman Kontz introduced an 
amendment providing that the grant 
should be made for a term of only 
twenty-one years and that the city 
Bhould have the right to condemn any 
five blocks of the track for the use of 
another company. The amendment also 
provided that the company should oper- 
ate a fifteen-minute schedule, failure to 
do that to make the grant void. 

To this amendment Mayor Pro Tem. 
Johnson proposed an amendment strik- 
ing Out the “twenty-one year’’ clause and 
substituting ‘‘for the life of the fran- 
chise.”” This last amendment was adopt- 
ed by a yote of 14 to 4. Those voting for 
the amendment to the Kontz amendment 
were: Aldétmen Day, Welch, ‘Pierce 
and La@Hatte; Councilmen Barrett, 
Fincher, Rawson, Lewis, Minhinnett, 
Reed, Terry, Glass, Grady and Hill. 
Against the amendment: Aldermen Kil- 
patrick, and Councilmen Adams, Kontz 
and Longino. 

Ordinance Up for Action. 


The matter came up in regular order 


under the head of committee reports, . 
The ordinance as recommended by the 


street railway committee was read. To 
put the matter in shape for action or dis- 
cussion Alderman Welch moved that the 
ordinance be put upon its second read- 
ing. Councilman Barrett moved to lay it 
on the table for two weeks that mem- 
bers of council might be provided with 
copies of the proposed ordinance. 

Alderman Day was of the opinion there 
‘was an ordinance requiring that new or- 
dinances should hold over for two weeks 
before they could be acted upon. The 
city attorney’s opinion was asked. Mr. 
Mayson stated that the application for 
the grant had gone over from the pre- 
vious meeting of council and he was of 
the opinion the ordinance could be con- 
sidered. Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson gave 
notice that he had an amendment to the 
ordinance and called Alderman Welch to 
the chair. 

When a motion was made to hold the 
matter up Mr. Welch stated that to do so 
would defeat the desire of the citizens 
who had petitioned the committee to 
grant the power company the right to 
put down an extra track. Mr. Johnson 
stated that he did not want to uelay 
-Taatters and would vote against any ef- 
fort that might be made to have the or- 
dinance lay over for two weeks. He said 
he wanted his amendment considered 
purely upon its merits. 

Before any action was taken, how- 
ever, the rules were suspende. and the 
priv..ege of the floor was extended to 
Judge Dorsey, who, as a property owner 
on Capitol avenue, urged council to take 
favorable acticn in regard to the street 
ra.lway committee’s ordinance. Judge 
Dorsey spo.:e for only a few moments. 
When he resumed his seat Aiderman 
Johnson intro.uce. his amendment and 
moved its adoptien. The amendment was 
similar to the one which t.e same al- 
derman- offered to the electric light fran- 
chise in the aldermanic boaru :ast week. 

Mr. Johnson spoke un his amendment. 
He said that certain signs caused him to 
believe a consolidation of interests was 
probable. He stated that the lawyers 
engaged by both companies seemed more 
friendly than formerly and this he 
thought was significant. Alderman John- 
son declared he wanted to get something 
for the city in the event of a combination 
because, said he, if the various interests 
of Mr. Hurt were consolidated with those 
of Mr. Atkinson then “the city would 
belong to them for the next forty years, 
at ieast.’’ 

Wanted City Protected. 

“Both of these gentlemen are my 
friemis,”” said Mr. Johnson, “‘particulariy 
Mr. Atkinson, who is my relative, and I 
admit it. IJ want them both to get every- 
thing they want, provided the city loses 
nothing by it. but if they get together, 
God hetp the city unless we make them 
pay a percentage of their receipts. Now 
ig the time for the city to get something. 
It’s competition or cash. If we can't 
get the one, we should get the other. 
That paper,” referring to his amend- 
iment, “is not worth the paper it is writ- 
ten upon uniess they consolidate. Then, 
why this opposition to it? Kill my amend- 
ment and where ts the city?’

Eatonton. who was one of the most prom- 
inent physicians in Georgia and who was 
a trustee of the state sanitarium at Mil- | 
ledgeville, numerous letters have been 
received at the office of Governor Candler 
with reference to the trusteeship. The 
governor ig at present out of the city, and 
no action will probably be taken until 
after he has had time to look fully into 
the matter. 

One of the most prominently mentioned 
candidates for the trusteeship of the san- 
itarlum is Dr. W. W. Pilcher, ef Eaton- 
ton. He has numerous indorsements for 
the place and his friends are urging him 
strongly. There are other applicants, 100, 
but the talk seems to indicate that Dr. 
Pilcher is in the lead. - The governor will 
not return from New York until the lat- 
ter part of the week; and as he will be 
absent from the city the most of next 
week, it is not likely an appointment 
will be made before the first of the month. 


State School Commissioner G. R. Glenn 
is preparing the applications for warrants 
for between $23,000 and $300,000. for the 
achool teachers of the state, and these 
will be turned over today to Secretary 
C. M. Hitch, of the executive department. 
Mr. Hitch will have the warrants ready 
for the governor's signature on his re- 
turn to the city, and they will be drawn 
and presented to the treasury for puy- 
ment at once. Thig Will bring up within 
a few days after the governor's return 
the issue as to the temporary use of the 
public: property fund for the purpose of 
paying the teachers. Capitol officials con- 
sider the matter an important one, and 
in their opinion it should be pat through 
the courts and settled once and for all 
by the supreme court's decision.

CAPTAIN D. G. PURSE TALKS

Discussiug the fair in general, he said:

Councilman Kontz then introduced his 
amendment providing. that the grant be 
made for twenty-one years.

“One reason for believing this 
is the fact that I see no more articles 
in the papers by Mr. Atkinson,”’ said Dr. 
Longino. He said he had been opposed 
to giving the power company anything 
until that company came under the gen- 
eral ondinance, and ne was opposed to 
any street car company occupying a street 
funiess it paid for the privlege. He 
stated he would vote for the Kontg and 
Johnson amendments. 

Councilman Reed, chairman of the street 
railway committee, said that the street 
ear situation was grave. The people, said 
he, were entitled to two rights—proper 
compensation for the streets and the pay- 
ment of proper taxes by the gompanies. 
was followed by Councilman Hill, 
who made a short talk in which he stated 
he would always ‘vote in the interest of 
the people, but was against twenty-one- 
year grants. : a 

“Pass up the ordinance without amend- 
ments,”’ said Councilman Grady. “If you 
put those amendments on the grant the 
company will not accept it and the people 
will be the ones to suffer. It is not a 
franchise for a new line, but merely a 
needed improvement to an 6ld one. The 
time wili come, I believe, when. every 
street car company in the city will be 
compelied to put down dowble tracks on 
all the principal streets.’’ 

Johnson’s Amendment Adopted. 

It was about this time that Alderman 
Johnson offered his amendment, which 
would make the grant for the life of the 
Capitol avenue franchise instead of for 
oniv twenty-one years, as contemplated 
by Councilman Kontz's amendment. Mr. 
Kontz spoke against the adoption of Mr. 
Johnson's second amendment. stating 
that he believed the grant should be re- 
stricted to the short term. 

“What is the life of the Capitol ave- 
nue franchise?’ he asked. ‘It is gener- 
ally supposed fd be for ninety-one years, 
isn’t it?” 

“I beNeve that is so,”’ replied the mayor 
pro tem. 

“IT just wanted you to know what you 
dre giving away,’ said Mr. Kontz, look- 
ing around at the other members of coun- 
el. ' 
A vote was taken on the last amend- 
ment and it was adopted, fourteen vot- 
ing for it and four against it. Then Coun- 
ci n Kontz's original amendment, a 
ePrdca was up for action. At this 

nt Alderman Welch satd that either 
of the amendments would defeat the 
wishes of the people on Capitol avenue, 
as the company, he thought, would not 
build under the amendments, 

‘He said the movement looking to a dou- 
ble track system on that street had not 
originated with the company, but with 
the citizens on the street. Before a vote 
was taken. however, a slight clerical er- 
ror was diseovered in the amendment 
and while it was being corrected, council 
took up another matter, which was not 
disposed of until 7 o'clock. Without re- 
verting back to the amendments counei! 
adjourned unt] this afternoon to com- 
plete its work. Adjournment was taken 
on. a vote of 12 to 6. '

THEY WILL GE LITHOGRAPHED 


Finance Committee To Meet Tomor- 
row for the Express Purpose of 
Arranging for the Issue 
and Sale of the Water 
Bonds.’ 


The water bonds are now practically 
on the market. Coupcil yesterday after- 
noon took steps to issue them and the 
finance committee is authorized to nego- 
tiate for their sale. 

A lengthy ordinanee covering all the le- 
gal points was unanimously adopted by 
counci] and will go to the aldermanic 
board next Thursday afternoon for con- 
currence. As soon as action by the board 
is taken, the mayor will sign the ordi- 
nance, ' 

In the meantime, however, the finance 
committee of council will take up the mat- 
ter of preparing the bonds for sale. It 
is expected that the bonds wil] be litho- 
graphed instead of engraved, and bids 
from lithographing companies will be so- 
licited. 

There is a rule on ’change in New York 
to the effect that only engraved bonds 
will be handled, but this does not apply 
to municipal bonds, such as those that 
Atlanta wil] issue for the extension of 
its waterworks system. 

Councilman Rawson, ‘chairman of the 
finance committee, stated yesterday that 
he would probably have a meeting of his 
committee tomorrow for the purpose of 
taking up the matter in detail, At the 
time arrangements will probably be made 
for lithographing the bonds. 

Bonds Will Bring Premium. 

It is generally believed that the water 
bonds will bring a good premium. Men 
well up in financial matters express the 
opinion that the bonds should bring be- 
tween 105 and 110. The finance commit- 
tee will have full charge of the matter 
of negotiating for the sale of the bonds, 
the action of the committee necessarily 
being sanctioned by eouncil in a formal 
way. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, presiding officer 
of the Fulton county. superior court, yes- 
terday morning handed down his opinion 
validating the water bonds, 

A eopy of the ordinance adopted by 
council yesterday regarding the bonds will 
be sent to Comptroller General Wright. 
Alderman Kilpatrick imtroduced a reso- 
lution providing that this be done at 
once, 7 

It is now only a question of a short 
time when the bonds will be lithographed 
and ready for disposal to the highest bid- 
der. When they are sold contracts will 
be immediately let fot the necessary water 
mains to place the entire city under com- 
plete fire protection. ~

Council Adopts Ordinance Making 
Greene's Salary $1,026. 


| 
IS NOW UP TO ALDERMEN 


Matter Caused Much Discussion ard 
a Tie Vote Yesterday. 


PROTESTS AGAINST EXTENSION RECEIVED 


Pioneer Citizens’ Society Wants 
Council To Bear Part of Expense 
' of Publishing History. 


The pay of the street improvement col- 
lector gave council an excuse for dis- 
cussion yesterday afternoon. There is an 
old ordinance creating the office and also 
fixing the salary at $1,200 a year. When 
the finance committee some weeks 4g0 
elected W. D. Greene to the collector's 
office the pay was cut down to $1,038 by 
the committee. 

Council at its jast meeting confirmed the 
election of Mr. Greene but failed to pass 
an ordinance amending the existing ordi- 
nance which fixes the salary. For that 
reason Mr. Greene, despite the recom- 
mendation of the committee, has been 
drawing the same salary as that paid his 
predecessor. 

Councilman Rawson introduced an ordi- 
nance amending the old ordinance, but it 
was held up until yesterday. When it 
came up again it proved to be the sig- 
nal for debate between several members 
of council. Mr. Rawson moved its adop- 
tion and Alderman Welch moved that it 
be laid on the table. Councilman Grady 
called for the yea and nay vote. The mo- 
tion to lay over was killed by a vote of 
12 to 5. 

The vote was as follows: 

To lay on the table—Aldermen Day, 
Welch and Pierce and Councilmen Grady 
and Hill—6. 

Against—Aldermgen Kilpatrick and La- 
Hatte and Councliipen Barrett, Fincher, 
Rawson, Lewis, nhinnett, Reed, Ter- 
ry, Adams, Glass and Kontz—12. 


Councilman Garrett Absent. 
Councilmen Longino and Garrett were 
not present during the vote. Dr. Longi- 
no came in shortly after, but Coucilman 
Garrett wag absent from the entire coun- 
cil meeting. 
Councilman Kontz spoke in favor of the 


Rawson ordinance. Councilman Grady 
said the work of the collector would be 
increased and he was of the opinion that 
the salary should remain at the old fig- 
ure. He was against the _ordinance. 
Councilman Hill also opposed the ordi- 
nance and agreed with Mr. Grady that 
it would not be right to cut the pay of 
the collector. 

Finally after much discussion a _ vote 
was taken on the ordinance itself. Dur- 
ing this ballet council only was allowed 
to vote. Those who voted for the ordi- 
nance to reduce the salary were Council- 
men Barrett, Fincher, Rawson, Reed, 
Terry and Kontz—6. Those against it 
were Councilmen Lewis, Minhinnett, 
Adams, Glass, Grady and Hill—6. 

A tie vote was announced and Mayor 
Pro Tem. Johnson voted in favor of the 
ordinance, thug breaking the tie and put- 
ting the ordinance up to the aldermanic 
board next Thursday for adoption or re- 
jection. 

The communication from the water 
board concerning manholes and other 
structures in the sfreets which may in- 
terfere with the new water mains when 
they are laid, was referred jointly to the 
committee on waterworks and the com- 
mitte of public improvements. The pro- 
tests from citizens who are opposed to 
the extension of the city limits were all 
referred to the special redistricting com- 
mittee. 

The petition of the Pioneer Citizens’ 
Society asking that council appropriate 
$600 to help defray the expense of pub- 
lishing a history of Atlanta, which the 
society has compiled, was referred to the 
finance committee for consideration on 
motion of Alderman Day. 

Council was in session for four hours. 
A number of other matters will be acted 
upon during the adjourned meeting this 
afternoon.

Editor Sid Lewis, of The Sparta Ish- 
maelite, one of the best known members 
of the newsnaper fraternity in the state, 
has been named by Commissioner O. B.

FOUR CAPITAL 
CASES ARGUED 


Defendants in One Came Near Being 
Lyached in Screven. 


GRIFFIN CASE IS TAKEN UP 


—

Supreme Court Will Hand Down De- 
“cision in a Few Days. 


TWO SOLICITORS + WERE | PRESENT 


Seven of the Defendants Involved 
Had Been Given Death Pen- 
alty in Lower Court. 


The supreme court devoted its time 
yesterday morning to hearing arguments 
in criminal cases. There were four mur- 
der cases on the docket, the most impor- 
tant of which, perhaps, was that of Rich- 
ard Sanders and others against the state. 

Sanders and four other negroes were 
convicted in Screven county of the mur- 
der of two white men, Herrington and 
Mears, and were sentenced to be hanged. 
These are the negroes who came near 
heing lynched a few days ago, prepara- 
tions having been made for their execu- 
tion in spite of the fact that a super- 
sSedeas had been granted and the cases 
taken to the supreme court. These cases 
were presented to the supreme court by 
brief, the attorneys not appearing. If the 
Supreme court refuses a new trial the 
negroes will be again sentenced to death 
and will go to the gallows within about a 
month. . 

Solicitor General C. H. Brand was in 
attendance on the supreme court and 
argued the case of Tuggle and others, 
Attorneys Galloway and Fred Foster ap- 
pearing for the defense. The Tuggles 
were convicted of the murder of a negro 
and one of them was sentenced to death. 
while the other was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life. 

Another interesting case was that of 
Griffin vs. the state. Griffin, a negro, was 
convicted of the murder of Conductor 
Latimer, of the Southern railway, in 
Glynn county, and was sentenced to be 
hanged. Solicitor General J. W. Bennett 
appeared for the state and Bolling Whit- 
field for the defense. This case excited 
a great deal of interest in south Georgia, 
where the victim of the crime was well 
known and quite popular. 

The other murdgr case argued was that 
of Jones vs. the state, from the Pataula 
circuit. Solicitor General J. A. Laing was 
unable to get here and Attorney Genera] 
J. M. Terrell represented the state. 
Luther Z. Rosser, of Atlanta, appeared 
for the defense in the absence of Jones's 
attorney. 

These cases will, of course, be decided 
promptly by the supreme court, other 
cases giving way to them, and it is like- 
ly the decisions in all of them will be 
handed down during the present week.
